PRESIDENT DAVIS’' SPEECH,

The Macon Uonfederate & Telegraph-has the follow-
report of Mr. Davia’ sporch.

Introduced by Generai Cobb, Mr. Davis said:

Ladies and Geotlcmen, Friends and Fellow Citizens:
It would bave gladdened my heart to bave me: you in
prosperity insteal of adversity. Bat friecds are drawn
together in sdversity. The sop of a Georgian, who
foaght through tbe first Revolation, I would be untrue
to myseif il I should forget the State in her dsy of peril.

What though misfortune has befallen cur arms from
Dacatur to Jonesbore’, our canse is not lost. Sherman
cancot keep up his long Yne of commucication, and re-
treat soover or later, he muost. And when that dey
comes, the fate that befell the army of the Frecch Em-
pire sod its retreat fiom Moscow will be re-enacted ——
Oar cavalry and cur people will barraza and destroy
his armny as did the Cossacks that of Napcleon, and
the Yankee Gereral, like him will escape with only a
body guard. :

How can this be the most speedily ¢flected? By
the absentces of Hood’s armiy returnisg to their posts.
And will they.not? Can they tee the banished exiles,
can they bear the wail of their suflering conntry-women
and children, and pot come. By what influences they
are made 1o stay away, it is not neczasary te speak.. If
there is one who will stay at tkis hour, he is unworthy
the name of a Georgian. To the women no appea! is
cecessary.

Bat in the
future every ¢ffart will be given as far as possible to
tflect the end. - We want our soldicre in the field, and
we want the sick and woanded o return bome.

It is not proper for us to epeak of the umber of men
in the ficld. DBut this I will say, that two-thirds of our
men are abzent—zrome siclk, some wounded, bat most of
them abseat without leave. The man who repents and
goes back to his commander volantarily, at orce appeals
{0 executive clemency. But suppos¢ he stays away
until the war is over, and his comrades return home,
when every man’s history will be told, where will ke
ghield himseli ¢ It is upon these reflections that I rely
to meke men return to their duty, but after confering
with our Generals at headquarters, it there bs any oth-
er remedy it shall be applied.

I love my friends aud forgive my enemies. I have
veen asked toeend reinforcements from Virginia to
Georgia. In Virginia the digparity in numbers is just
as great ag it is in Georgia. Then I have been usked
wky the army sent to the Shenandoah Valley was not
gept here. 1t was because an army of the encmy had
pecetrated that Valley to the very gates of Liynchburg,
and Gen. Esrly was sent to drive them back. This he
not ocoly successfully did, bui, crossing the Po‘omac,
came well nigh capturing Wasbington itself, and forced
Grant to s:nd two corps of his army (o protect it.—
I hia the euemy denominsted a raid.  If so, Sherman’s
march into Georgia 13 a raid. What would prevent
them now, if Karly was withdrawn, peunetrating down
the valley and putting a complete cordon of men around
Richmord. 1 counszelled with that great and grave
soldier, Gen. Lee, upon tuese points. My mind roams
over the whole field.

I1f one half the men now
abscnt without leave will return te du'y, we can de-
feat th: enemy. Wita that hope 1'm goizg to the
front. I may not realizs this hope, bul I know there
are men there who Lave looked death in the face too
often to despond now. L2t no one despond. Let o
one disirust, and remember that if geuius is the beau~
ideal, bope is the reclity.

I'be President then alluded to the objects for which
the meeting bad asssembled, and expressed the hope that
the relugees and exiles would be weil provided ior.——
tis remarks were olien interrupted by applause.

from mast-head when the vessel moves swiftly in the
face of the wind !

What a vast and sudden demand there waa that
morning among “ loyalists ” for back doors!

BRITISH AMERICAN CONFEDERATION.

[From tie New York Tribune.]
The first Conlerence of delegatcs from the eastern
provinces of British America—Uanada, Nova Bceotia.
New Brunswick and Prince Edward’s Islund—met on
the 1st of September at Charlottetown, Prince Edward’s
Island. Originally, this meseting had been convoked
for the purpose of deliberating on the expediency of
uniting, under one Government, and one islatare,
the maritime provinces—Nova Scotia, New Bruns-
wick and Prince Edward's Island. Bat the project
recently agreed apon by the political perties in Canada,
to establish a general British American Confederation,
led to the preseace of delegates from Canada, and to a
discussion of the question whether the maritime prov-
inces had better go on with their original plan, or drop]
it and adopt the Uanadian scheme.

After careful consideration of the whole question, the
Conference is said to have unanimously come to the
conclusicn that the edvantages of confederation to all
tha provinces wouid be very great, provided the terms
of allience could be made satisfactory. The delegates
from the maritime provinces were to resume the con-
gideration of the “detaiis of the schemo at Halifax, on
the 14th instant, after which a daly authorized Confer-
ence of the several provincial governments is to be held
at Qncbee, to mature, if posaible, a forma! proposition
for submission to their respective Parlinments. If the
Conferecce to be held at Quebec should be able to come
to some understanding about a plan to be submitted to
the Legislatures of the Provinces, we muy expect that
it will obtain the sanction of the Legislaiures, and of a
large mejority of the pcople in each of the Provinces.—
T'his result seems, at least, to be foreshadowed by the
general favor which the schme of confederation has re-
ceived from the preaa of British Americy.

Sarious opposition will probally be encountered only
in Lawer Canada. There a large majority of the pop-
alaticn is Frenzh by origin, by language, and by senti-
ment. ‘They are jealousy inteat upon the preservalion
of their nationality. The originators of the Con'eder-
ation scheme 'hoped to reconcile them to the projsct,
potwithstanding the other provinces would be an over.
whelmiog Ecglish speaking majority, by the extension
of the Federal principle. I'ne Lower Caoadians are 1o
have their own Provincial Legislature, which weuld
paturally be eatirely under French c~utrol, and to tbe
Central Governmeat as little jurisdiction is to be trans-
ferred as is compatible with the idea of a Gonlederation.
{'his proposition 18 accepted by a cocsiderable portion of
(he French Canadiave, but on this explicit coudition,
that no extensive powers shall be given to the Central
(3overnm=nt, To usz a term more common with us,
the Canadiaos, if the proposed Confederation should be
gaccessfully established, will b3 ultra- Stales Rights
men.

I'fie English mincrity of Lower Capada, of whom
the Moatieal Gazette is the chief organ, natually in-
clioes towurds a concentration of power in the hands
of the Contral Goveroment, as it would secare them a
greater influence. But the advocacy of this view has
great'y excited the ire of the Fiench Canadians. Oae
of their orgaus, La Mirerve, says threateniogly of this
propoaition : * Well, let them do it.” The Freoca Caa-
adians would unite asa single man, and before ten years
were passed there would ot be two representatives

'When sepa-
rated from Upper Canada, they expect to override the
English speaging residents of Lower Uanada, to dif-
tuse over all French idess, snd gradaally build up a
separate and iodepecdent French State. Thus far this
party is in & mioority in Lower Canada ; If they should
increase in strength, they maust inevitably form a very
disturbing e'e:ment in the new Confederation. B

The furtber development of this scheme of & British-
American Cocfederation deserves close attention, 88 it
bids fiir to act a very conspicous part in the history of
the American Continent. -
